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"Conscription Is Vital To AmericaTo Win War"

lieutenant General B. T." M. 


Bridges stepped out of the great 
international war council ot the 
allies here to deliver this message 
to the American people today. 


While congress wrangled over 


the selective conscription bill our 
on capitol hill, this tall, arrow- 
straight fighter in khaki, fresh 
from the frontj counted the cost 
of the volunteer system to Eng- 
land. 


"We were saddled with 
the 


volunteer system at the beginning 
of the war," said Bridges. "It 
hampered and retarded us ia every 


phase of our war development. 


"The volunteer system threw 


the best industrial forces of the 
country into the trenches when 
they were badly needed vat home; 
and it left at home thoaa whose 
places were at the front. 


"If we had had conscription at 


the beginning it would have ob- 
viated our later difficulties as to 


munitions, co-ordination of our 
national forces and many other 
vital things." 


Then Lieutenant 
General 


Bridges sounded the keynote of 
the British' commission's message 
to the American people. He said: 


"If you're to war you must go 


the whole hog. 
Men, women and 


children must all fight, at 
home 


and at the front. 


"It is no longer a war of merely 


expeditions. It's a war of na- 
tions." 


Lieutenant 
General 
Bridges 


then made it clear that England 
'believes conscription alone, with 
the 
co-ordination 
of 
national 


forees it involves will enable 
America to speed the end of the 
war. 


"Our duty is now to speed up 


the war," he said forcefully. 


"As to how it will end, it can 


only end one way; and it' every- 
body's back is put to the job we 
can end it quickly. 
Conscription 


will insure that this is done." 


The general then spoke of Eng- 


land's attitude toward conscrip- 
tion. 


"The people of England 
are 


won to universal service. 
They 


are strong for conscription. I 
may say they are fanatics on the 
subject. 


"They opposed it only because 


they didn't know 
what it was. 


They now realize that it is simply 
the making: of war 
on business 


principles." 


The calm, unimaginative com- 


mander o£ fighting men then 
pointed out how Lord Kitchener's 
volunteer recruiting was the inno- 


cent means 'of retarding Eng- 
land's progress in the war. 


•'Kitchener's problem .was to 


raise a volunteer army. It was 
wrong, but Kitchener, a good sol- 
dier, threw himself into the task 
and did it.

'•If it hadn't.been for Kitchen, 


er's tremendous 
personality wa

GAS COMPANIES ENTITLED 
TO RETURN OF10 PERCENT 


COLUMBUS, 0;;—April 24:— 


Ohio utilities commissioners to- 
day virtually laid down the prin- 
ciple, state-wide in effect, that gas 
companies shall be entitled to a 
return of ten per cent on their in- 
vestments. ' 


'Ruling iu a northwestern Ohio 


rate case which had been appeal- 
ed byNcitics of'Ashtabula, Geneva 
and Conncaut, the commission set 
a precedent which likely will be 
i'clt soon in a readjustment of nat- 
ural gas rates in cities throughout 
Ohio. 


Holding that gas companies, by 


reason of the "hazards" of their 
business and Hie short life of gas 
fields are entitled to a higher re- 
turn on their investment than 
most other utilities, the 
commis- 


sion went further and innovated 
a "readiness to serve" charge of 
20 cents per met.er 
per 
month" 


which Ashtabula, Conncaut and 
Geneva consumers arc ordered to 
pay in addition to the regular 
charge for gas consumed. 


Gas companies, on expiration of 


rate ordinances iii "these three 
cities, had fixed.new rates of 39 
cents gross and-36'cents.net for 
each- thousand fce't of 
gas con.- 


sumed.

The commission today reduced 


these charges-to 36 cents gross 
and 34 cents net. 


Gas company attorneys, 
argu- 


ing before the utilities commis- 
sion, in recent bearings, contend- 
ed that gas rates should be fixed 
purely' on the basis of cost and 
service distribution 
and that in 


addition to this charge the com- 
panies should receive extra com- 
pensation for 
installing 
meters 


and service. 


This contention bore fruit in 


the comission's new charge 
for 


readiness to service"—in effect, 


a revival of the old "meter rent" 
charge which some gas companies 
still maintain.

Despite the dissolution of the so- 
called "oil trust" by the supreme 
court, the commission has con- 
cluded that Standard Oil domina- 
tion has "a fundamental bearing" 
on gasoline prices, declared to 
have been arbitrarily increased.

Number Two 


Beans thrive best and yield 


better results in warm sandy 
loam, yet may be grown in 
most any kind of soil. Heavy 
clay soils are not well adapted 
to good results in raising 
beans. 


Beans should be planted 


just as BOOJI as the ground is 
reasonably warm; this should 
be followed by a second and 
third planting at intervals of 
a week or ten days. Fre- 
quently after the beans arc- 
planted, regardless of the 
variety, the ground should be 
shallowly stirred. 


For 
the 
production of 


bunch beans, such as Red and 
White Kidney, plantings may 
be made any time during the 
first half of the summer. 


Bunch beans, of the white 


and red Variety, are generally 
planted in rows about/ 30 
inches apart and the plants 
allowed to stand singly at in- 
tervals of about three inches. 
This is the best way to ob- 
tain maximum results. The 
bunch beans and climbing 
beans may also be planted

WILL HELP TO TAME 


The supreme court, sustaining the conviction of two criminals 


or manslaughter, the charge being: that each had'run clown and 
:illed a hitman being with an automobile, recklessly, driven, laid 
lown a rule that will go i'ar towards taming both the negligent and 
he reckless, 


It is rather unfortunate the court did not feel justified in going 


further and laying down the ultimatum, that he who utterly dis- 
regards the safety cf ethers, therc'by causing death, is just as much 
a murderer as he who, without provocation or heat, shoots a fellow- 
man down. But the honorable body stretched the interpretation'of 
the law it finds on, the statute books as far as it could, doing- a 
wholesome day's work. Especially in the holding that the question 
of whether or not the killing is manslaughter is not to be deter- 
mined on the fact as to whether or not the accused was driving 
above the limit of speed set by the statute, or ordinance, but whether 
ho was traveling at a pace set by prudence and the general condi- 
tions of traffic. That is sensible and logical. The state fixes speed 
at which an automobile may be operated on road and street, hut 
manifestly if the highway, in either instance, at certain times be so 
thickly crowded that going at tho minimum limit becomes danger- 
ous then it is criminal to attain that limit. Jn other words all have 
equal rights on the road, the first of all being safety. He who fails 
to concede and observe this is guilty of ah unlawful act, a brutal 
act, and should be punished for it; to a far greater extent than tiie 
court finds tbe law permits.

fond, only one article now appeals to us. Huckleberries are 20 cents 
a can. We have a notion to invest in a few for pie purposes! 


"The time, care, skill and capital invested in fancy foods which 


lure a man. to gluttonous habits'would surprise us all if it eoidd be 
estimated. A man can bo gluttonous, of course, over a plate of 
hoileel cabbage, or tho' first mess of peas. But the foods prepared 
in oils and spices, the rich cheeses, and tho whole line of delicacies 
that call for wine, ale or beer as a wash down, are what lead men 
nloug the swiftest route to incurable diseases in middle age, and 
not infrequently to sudden death."

WILL HELP TO TAME 


The supreme court, sustaining the conviction of two'criminals 


for manslaughter, Ihc charge being that each had run down and 
killed a human being with an automobile, recklessly driven, laid 
down a rale that will go far towards taming both the negligent and 
the reckless. 


It is rather unfortunate the court did not feel justified in going 


further and laying down the ultimatum, that be who utterly dis- 
regards the safety of others, thereby causing death, is just as much 
a murderer as he who, without provocation or heat, shoots a, fellow- 
nnin down. But the honorable body stretched the interpretation of 
the law it finds on the statute books as fur as it could, doing a 
wholesoma day's work. Especially in the holding that the question 
of whether or not the killing is manslaughter is not to bo deter- 
mined on the fact as to whether or not the lu-cused was driving 
above the limit of speed set by the statute, or ordinance, but whether 
ho was traveling at a pace set .by prudence and the general condi- 
tions of traffic. That is sensible and logical. The state (ixes speed 
at which an automobile may be operated on road and street, but 
manifestly if the highway, in either instance, at certain times be so 
thickly crowded that going at the minimum limit becomes danger- 
ous then it is criminal to attain that limit. In other words all have 
eqnal,rights oh the road, the first of all being safety. He who fails 
to concede and observe this is guilty of an unlawful act, a brutal 


act, and should be punished for it. to a far greater extent than the 
court finds the law permits.
